Washington, April 13.—There is 


authority for the following state- 
ment of the extw:t status of the isth- 
mian canal negotiations. 


After the adjournment of the sen- 


ate and the lapse of the pending 
Hay-Pa>Uicefote 
treaty, 
Secretary 


Hay decided to pursue* the subject 
further. 


But to avoid the possibility of an- 


other failure for the same reasons 
which, brought about the loss of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty, the secretary 
determined to reverse the 
usxial 


method of procedure in 
framing 


treaties. 


He, therefore, concluded to first 


consult the 
ratifying 
power, the 


KJnited tSates, to ascertain if it was 
possible for the 
senators to agree 


upon the basis- 
of treaty, which 


shoilld be acceptable to the executive 
branch of the government and to 
Great-Britain, " 


It was realized, that unless two- 


thirds At least of the senate could be 
brought into agreement in advance 
upon the- basis of the treaty, it would 
be perfectly useless for the executive 
to enib^rfc in negotiations with Great 
BritahJ *£or the formation of another 
convention; 


Secreiary Hay is devoting himself 


TIOW to^thfe ascertainment of the feel- 
ings a&d desires of the senators an!d 
consequently, not 'having completed 
this work, he h'as not begun negotia- 
toiis with Great Britain for a new 
treaty.1* 


It is not an easy undertaking to 


test th* senate in this fasliion, not 
•only because of the number of sena- 
tors who must bs sounded, but also 
'because of the indecision of some of 
the men who Tank as leaders. 


It is not even possible to predict 


now, 
because the results obtained are 


so inconclusive thai- the state depart- 
ment ^wlll not be able to acquaint 
Lord Bauncefote with the basis upon 
which jit is willing to negotiate for 
a treaty before the ambassador sails 
for London next June. 


It is even possible that Lord Paun- 


cefote may feel it incumbent upon 
him to delay his departure for a time, 
or even to omit his leave altogether 
if by sdl doing he can better ascertain 
the senatorial conditions, for the am- 
bassador is naturally desirous to as- 
sure himself 
of success1 "before he 


again undertakes to frame a treaty 
which shall bear his name. 


It follows, negotiations not having 


been started, that nothing has passed1 


between the 
governments of the 


United States and Great Britain re- 
specting a quid pro quo to be de- 
manded by Great Britain in consider- 
ation of the release of the United 
States from the restrictions imposed 
by th£ Clftyton-Bulwer treaty. 


WHAT J. P. MOKGAN SAYS. 


London, April 13.~~To a representa- 


tive of the Associated Press today, J. 
Pierpont Mol'gan reiterated his state- 
ment that his visit to Europe is not 
connected With the United States 
Steel corporation or with any new 
enterprise. "I have no special busi- 
ness here," said Mr. Morgan, "but I 
came here as I come every year, for 
rest. The reports that I am here to 
place steel stock in England and on 
the continent is almost too ridiculous 
to contradict. The report contradicts 
itself to anyone who will take the 
trouble to think. The stock.which 
the United States Steel corporation 
issues in exchange for the various 
companies it has taken over is in the 
hands of the original holders of the 
stock of those various companies and 
neither the steel corporation nor J 
P .Morgan & Co* have any stock to 
sell/'

IMMIGRATION TO CUBA. 


Washington, April 13.—A state- 


ment setting forth the origin and 
extent of immigration at the Port 
of Havana, Cuba, for the last half 
of the calendar year of 1900 was 
made public by the division of insu- 
lar affairs of the War department to- 
day. 
The total number of 
immi- 


grants arriving at that port during 
the period named was 14,578. Tho 
Chinese immigrants numfbeied 226,* 
17 from tine tfnited St&tes, 18 from 
the United 
Kingdom, 106 
from 


China, 16 from British North Amer-

There 
was the first man who was cremated 
in this country. That is to say, the 
first in recent times. Toward the end 
of the eighteenth century a southern- 
er by the name of Lawrence left a re- 
quest to be cremated. His sons built 
a furnace especially and the first cre- 
mation— not Indian—toQk place on 
American soil. 


But in 1876 Baron Von Palm was 


cremated in Dr. 3>nioyno's privat; 
crematory at Washington, Pa., and 
his ashes were scattered 
upon the 


Hudson 
river. Then 
there

Ernest Rosin, who in 1897 stood on 
the Eads bridge over the Mississipp 
and poured his father's ashes into 
the stream bolow.

Mary 
Proctor, Tells 
What 


Would Happen if Our Sun 
Were to Bs Burnt Vp. 


Apparently the new star in Per- 


seus, which has attracted so much 
Attention lately since its discovery 
by Dr. T. P. Anderson, hajs come to 
stay awjiile, and is a most welcome

It is true it has faded somewhat 


since it made its astronomical debut, 
for then it shone with a luster rival- 
ing- t)»At of the bright first magni- 
tude staf Capella, while now it is 
but a fourth magnitude star ana a 
ghost oi! its former self. The brier 
story of its career so far as we can 
trace it has been furnished by the 
valuable photographic plates whicii 
are taken on each clear night at the 
Harvard Observatory, Cambridge. 


The moment the news concerning 


the new star was received at the ob- 
servatory, Mrs. Fleming, who is cur- 
ator of the photographic department, 
havstened to consult these records ot 
the stars in search of facts concern- 
ing the new star. Her keen eyea 
soon spied the little granger occupy* 
ing a conspicuous position among tnt 
other stars, in a place -where no Star 
had previously been ssen. 


£he found that onsand before Feb. 


19, 190i, the star had been invisible, 
or, at least, fainter than the elev- 
enth magnitude, and was* therefore 
not bright enough to have its pic- 
tare taken, 
It increased hi bril- 


liancy until 3r&b. 4, when it reached 
the zenith of its glory, and the;i 
diminished so that on Feb. 23 it was 
not quite as bright as Capella. 


Although we have only lately be- 


come aware of the existence of the 
new star in Perseus, yet the catasiro- 
phe which made its presence known 
to us may have taken place several 
years ago. The stars are placed at 
distances so great that, although 
light travels at a rate which would 
suffice /to circle this earth eight times 
in the course of a second, yet it takes 
years in speeding across the vast 
abyss which separates us from even 
the nearest star. 


Therefore, the message may have 


been years on its way, but it reaches 
us only a few days ago. Not until 
then did >we know Uiat a f earful dir- 
aster had taken place in the stai 
depths, by which a whole- system! 6f 
worlds may liave been destroyed. 
Every star is a sun, and probably 
the center o£ a solar system like our 
own, 
and swaying by its attraction 


other worlds like ours. 


ttow, le£ us try to realize the ex- 


tent of the fearful catastrophe whlcB 
lias befallen the new star in Perseus. 
It has suddenly blazed out with prob- 
ably several hundred times its for- 
mer luster. What would happen if 
the bright star which illumines our 
planet were to experience a similar 
fate? To quote my father's word$ in 
an article Written several years ago, 
about "Suns in names": 


"If our sun were to increase as1 


greatly in light and heat, the crea- 
tures on the side of our earth turned 
toward him at the time would be 
destroyed in an ^instant. Those on 
the dark or night hemisphere would 
not have to wait for their turn till 
the earth toy rotating carried them 
into view of the destroying sun. In 
jnuch briefer space the effect of his 
fires would be felt 
all 
over the 


earth's surface. The heavens would 
be dissolved and the elements would 
melt with fervent heat. 


"In fact, no description of sucS e 


catastrophe a.s affecting the night 
half of the earth could be possibly 
more effective and poetical than St. 
Peter's account of the day of the 
Lord, coming as a 'thief 
in tne 


night/ in which the heavens) shall 
pass away with a great noise, and the 
elements shall melt with 
fervent 


h&at, the earth also, *md the works 
that ftre therein being burned UJ>,"

ist. 
In many coses the life or death 


of the prisoner has depended upou a 
simple expeiiment in the laboratory 
of the pliemist 
One method of trac- 


ing poison is to traiiEfoini the sus- 
pected deposits into crystals and sub- 
mit them to the powerful scrutiny of 
the microscope, But that test is suc- 
cessful 
only where comparatively 


large doses of poison have been 
given. 
In anpther form of test the 


grave issue depends upon the color 
of a fragment of copperfoil or the 
hues of a. liquid iu a diminutive 
crystal globe, 
When arsenic is sus- 


pected to be the cause of death the 
copperfoil experiment is tried. 
If 


the result is a dead black deposit the 
cise looks equally black for the pris- 
oner, 


'Strychnine, when Administered in 


a most minute form, is detected by a 
subtle process of chemical 'concentra- 
tion by means of which the suspected 
fluids are reduced to a single drop, 
which is placed in a tiny glass globe. 
Into this is then dropped a minute 
particle of potash-Jbichrornate, 
If 


sUychnine is present the result is a 
display 
of changing colors—blue* 


rmrple, red and, lastly, a rich mauve 
tinh 
These colors are pretty to look 


at, but they may mean death for the 
suspected criminal. 
When opium ^r 


•^vpected to be the cause of death the 
fluids are chemically cleansed and 
then reduced to a drop or two. Nitric 
acid is ftrst applied and if morphia is? 
present it is revealed by the drop* 
claanginsr to a lovelv carmine hue. 
Then, if sulpho-molyMic acid is ap- 
plied the drops change first to P 
brilliant magenta color and then to o 
sky blue.

to pieces 


'against the trees. Host of the pas- 
sengers were bel'ow deck at the time 
of the accident, seated at the supper 
table, as little thinking of danger as 
you are now who read this, for it 
came 001 them 
instantly, like the 


mountain 
avelanche.

there were fewer passengers on board 
than usual. 
Three of theon weie 


drowned—a stranger who was not 
known, but was supposed to b& from 
Indianapolis, fioin a conversation he 
had with the captain of the boat; Mr, 
Thomas Emerson, a prominent citizen 
of Logansport, and Mr. A. J. Griffin, a 
merchant of Port "Wayne. The other 
passengers, making hairbreath es- 
capes, were all rescued by the people 
residing in that vicinity.

mains of Emerson and Griffin, a long- 
time after, were recovered, but t(he 
remains of the stranger never were 
found.

with the bagage and mail, weie all 
lost—-swept away by the aesistless

PITTSBVBG LEADS IN AKT. 


It may be admitted that, take it 


year by year, iae aesthetic traveler 
who would gain a fair idea through 
the public exhibitions not only of the 
current art of Europe, but also of the 
best in American art, might do well, 
were his time anywise limited, to 
omit New York and betake him direct 
to Philadelphia and Pittsburg. 


This state of things is not wholly 


because cultuie is following the gen- 
eral movement westward, nor is it 
due to any extraordinary enlighten- 
ment of the citizens of these more 
favored cities. 
Still less would a 


general indictment of New Yorkers 
as a people barren of ait be justified. 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia have cer- 
tain advantages of position which 
New York must ever lack, and cer- 
tain 
advantages 
of 
organization 


which New York can imitate and 
would do well to imitate. 
Paradoxi- 


cally enough, it is easier to get up a 
good exhibition in a city that is not 
an art center. The committee of se- 
lection of the Philadelphia academy 
and of the Carnegie institute in Pitts- 
burg- are relatively unhampered by 
local or personal considerations. 


There are not in Philadelphia and 


Pittsbmg thousands of painters and 
sculptois, all anxious to exhibit, and 
many of them solicitous in communi- 
cating that anxiety with personal 
emphasis to the committees; while 
the two chief exhibiting- bodies of 
New York must deal with hundreds 
of membeis who have prescriptive 
rights and with thousands of appli- 
cants from the great "unexposed." 
Compared with such a task 
the 


achievement 
of Philadelphia 
and 


Pittsburg in broadly suiveyitig the 
year's ait production and in assem- 
bling an eclectic exhibition of high 
character is as easy as grateful.— 
New Yoik Post. 


KILLING WALRUS FOB PUN, 


Vessels axe going into the north- 


ern waters 
of the western world 


every year and the larger reprsen- 
taLives oi animal 
life in the far 


north are rapidly 
diminishing in 


number. The right whale has been 
nearly exterminated, a falling off in 
the supply of the oil seal ds noticea- 
ble, and, according to good authori- 
ties, the wall us is also in danger of 
being wiped out. The extermination 
of the wrali us would 'be practically 
deplorable, as it is the chief food re* 
source of the Arctic Highlanders of 
northwest Greenland and of the In- 
dians along- the coasts of northern 
Alaska. 
An Arctic explorer of this 


ountry recently said with regard to 
the slaughter of yalrus in Greenland 
waters: 


"Anyone who is familiar with the 


conditions of life among- the Eskimo 
living- north of Cape York, Gresn- 
land, muse fear for the fate of these 
natives, numbering only aibout 500 
souls, They are shut in by the ice of 
Melville bay from intercourse with 
any other people an the world except 
that the whites come to them neariy 
every yta>r. Their food resources are 
almost wholly confined to the walrus 
and seal, mainly wahus. The Eski- 
mos pay little attention to hunting 
the reindeer with their crude wea- 
pons. 
The animal is comparatively 


abundant, but plays a. veiry small 
part m the domestic economy of UK- 
Aictie highlaiiders. 


"How, for 'ten or twelve years past 


white men. have been vasitmg the 
Koith watea and the region of Lit- 
tleton island nearly every suminei. 
They have killed laige quantities or 
walrus for dog1 food. 
They 
have 


killed num/bars of walrus in order to 
take their stkins1 and skeletons ba'jk 
home to the museums. Ko attention 
wliitevar, apparently, has been paid 
to the fact that the main source of 
iood far the natives was thus being- 
endangered. I believe it is the gen 
cral opinion amsng those who know

Secret Service 'Spiders in the 


Guise of Social 
Butterflies 


Weave Their Webs.

Moving1 in the most brilliant and 


the most intellectual circles of so- 
ciety in every great capital of the 
world—in Washington as in St. Pe- 
tersburg*, Paris or Vienna—there are 
a certain number of men and wom- 
en, foreigners of distinction, plying 
a strange, unnamed but very profita- 
ble tiade. 
They are the secret, paid 


agents of their respective govern- 
ments. 
Officially they are not rec- 


ognised as diplomatists by the coun- 
tiy in which, they live. 
Yet they are 


doing diplomatists' work—often for 
more than diplomatists' wages. They 
would indignantly resent the name 
"apy." Yet in return for their hand- 
some salaries they keep their home 
government minutely posted on all 
the undeicurrents of political move- 
ments concerning" it in the capitals 
in which they are established. 


For many years after the Crimean 


war nihilist refugees were received 
with open arms in London drawing 
rooms. 
English poets, like Swine- 


burne, who was then a passionate re- 
publican, celebrated nihilist "hero- 
ism" in ringing verse. 
This dispo- 


sition raging all over England did 
not by any means suit the book of 
the Petersburg cabinet. 
Heads were 


laid together in the winter palace to 
consider the situation, 
Soon after 


there arrived in London a. Russian 
lady of great intellectual power and 
sofcial charm, who bi ought letters 
from grand dukes and statesmen of 
Russia, opening to her the most ex- 
clusive doors in England. 
This was 


the now famous Madame Kovikoff. 
She wa^ charged with the task of rev- 
olutionizing English opinion toward 
RUE GIT—and phe did '(• 
Tt 3^ said 


that Mine, ISTcvikoil has never re- 
ceived p.iy for her political woik. 


The person E. ch •> rg ed w i th secret 


seivice, such as W*ne frovikoff is 
still perioinan**, all proceed by the 
same means. Their government pro- 
cures them letters which insure their 
immediate acceptance by the very 
best clicks of the capital in which 
they are to woik. 


Armed with these documents our 


unofficial diplomatist days siege to 
society. 
Well dressed, witty, if a 


man distinguished looking1, if a wom- 
an beautiful; giving handsome enter- 
tainments and nguihig at every so- 
ciety function, oui fiiend gradually 
gains a suie footing in the social life 
of the capital. 
Presently he lias 


come to be recognized as an authority 
upon the affairs of his country. Peo- 
ple appeail to him for interesting new 
facts, for explanations of events tak- 
ing place there, for personal impres- 
sions of public men, statesmen or of 
the monarch of his country, whose 
acts are being peihaps unfavorably 
commented upon. 


Let us suppose that our friend is 


charged with the social secret serv- 
ice work of Austria. 
There is, per- 


haps, a stoiy going Hie rounds which 
represents ithe old emperor's person- 
al character in an unpleasant light. 
Or, peihaps, the journals aie blazon- 
ing- the jniquitous treatment of Pol- 
ish, villages by the Central Austrian 
administration. 
The Austrian am- 


bassador can 'do little or nothing in 
such matters; people in society can- 
not; with propiiety even mention 
them in liis presence* 
If lie should 


say anything- indirectly to defend his 
sovereign or his government it is 
necessarily taken as a prejudiced 
statement. 
But our unofficial diplo- 


mat at tlie head of his ultra-chic din- 
ner table, in the salon after dinner 
and wherever he goes unobtiusively 
takes or makes opportunity to ex- 
plain matters, the subject being one 
011 which na tin ally he is especially 
well informed. 
He will begin by 


telling amusing' stories al>out the 
court balk afc Vienna, then pour out 
gallons of lively gossip about the 
ways of the emperor, showing1, as if 
incidentally, the bluff old autocrat's 
fine nature, his good heart, his popu- 
larity with the people. 
Or, if some 


one has asked about the treatment of 
the Poles, he will perhaps deplore 
certain injustices 
that 
have been 


committed, but will go on to argue 
with ingenious appearance of can- 
dor and sympathy that the Poles are, 
after all, a menace to the unity and 
prospeiity of the dual empire, that 
they aie commercially rascals, and 
utteily undeserving of respect. 
All 


this 
talk, 
brightened with pic- 


turesque anecdote and made effective 
by a winning manner, will set up a 
cuirent of sympathy for the emperor, 
or for the imperial administration, 
among1 all who hear it. 
These will 


include members of the cabinet, sen- 
atois, congressmen, judges, political 
thinkeig, witters of books and jour- 
nalists. 
The leiven, cleverly intro- 


daccrl, works powerfully, particular- 
ly through the press. 


Mm3. Novikoff is one of the most 


skillful of manipulators of newspa- 
per opinion. Journalists, of the seri- 
ous older, the men who write the im- 
pDitant political editorials and pon- 
tificate m the monthly reviews, are 
unfailing at her receptions. 
They 


c*ll to get from her what is called in 
Fleet street the "picturesque strokes1' 
for their an tides. 
And she supplies 


them so skillfully that often a vio- 
lent flnti-Busaian comes away half 


•convinced tlxat the fear is a demo- 
crat, that Siberia is a paradise and 
that the process of being- "knouted" 
is little less uncomfortable than that 
of taking- a Turkish bath. 
Besides 


influencing journalists Mme. Novi- 
koff writes herself, 
Nearly all the 


papers in England and not a few in 
America have had her signed articles 
whenever JUissia has been on the 
tapis. 


Most of these 
unofficial 
diplo- 


matists are exceedingly well paid. 
They have to be people of very 
marked ability and they must main- 
tain a considerable state, or their 
work would fail pi-tiably. 
Some five 


or six yeais ago a German baroness 
died suddenly in Paris. 
When her 


papers were ransacked by the Com- 
missary of police it was discovered 
that she had been a secret service 
agent for her country. 
From her 


diary and account books it appeared 
that she had received from her gov- 
ernment $600 a month, the lent of 
a superb apartment on the 'Avenue 
Fried!and by the Arc de ^Triomphe, 
and 
the keep of her two-horse 


broughim, with cocher and valet de 
pied, besides generous traveling' ex- 
penses whenever she was requested 
ta visit Berlin. 
In addition to this 


veiy generous wage there was noted 
also the leceipt of sums varying from 
$500 to $800, entered as "special re- 
compense'*—presumably for some ex- 
ceptionally brilliant stroke of diplo- 
macy or some more than u&avily val- 
uable item of information. 
The dis- 


closuies attracted a great deal atten- 
tion at the 
time, tand practically 


forced out of Paris society 'one of the 
old loir's nephews, who hid mar- 
ried tlia daughter of an illustuous 
ducal house.

Some of the Gladiators Whose 


Hames Will Live in Prize 
Fighting History. 


(New York Tribune.) 


Prize fighting never took high rank 


as an amusement for refined people, 
and the "manly art" as exemplified 
in the prize ring has always been 
looked upon as a debasing spectacle. 
But despite their fciutal characteris- 
tics prize fights have ten patronized 
to some extent by men who were 
neither mffians nor fightas, who ex- 
cused themselves for countenancing 
the contebts by saying that the sport 
was scientific. 
Bing contests with 


bare knuckles became popular in 
England more than two centuries ago 
and men with ambition to excel in 
the roped ring gave exhibitions of 
their knowledge of th3 art of self- 
defense in the earJy days of the re- 
public, but it was not until early in 
the 50's that the sporting element 
of the country became deeply inter- 
ested in ling fights. Tom Hyer, 
Tom Sayeis, J"ohn 0, Heenan, Barney 
Aaion, John Morrissey and a host of 
other fighteis appeared in the prize 
ling. 


They became popular heroes with a 


p-ait of the community and in the far 
west, pai ticularly Calif ornia, they 
were lionized. Hats, collars and 
other articles of men's wearing ftp- 
paiel weie named for them. Heenan 
hits r.nd $ayers collais were popular 
at the time when -these two pugilists 
weae aspirants for the champonship, 
and a cane made to imitate Irish 
blackthorn, was known as a McCool 
shillelah,

RIVERS UNDER THE OCEAN* 
A few months ago H. Benest, an 


English geographer, published an in- 
teresting study of streams of fres'h 
water flowing beneath the smfaca of 
the sea. Disasters to ocean telegraph 
cables first called attention to this 
subject. On several occasions, about 
1895, a new and well made cable be- 
tween Cape Verde and Brazil broke* 
Soundings weie made to discover 
whethei these breakings were due to 
the state of the sea bottom and it 
was found that the place in question 
was near the submarine mouth of a 
subterranean river; the alluvial ma- 
terial transported by this fresh water 
stream encountered the cable and 
finally succeeded in breaking it. 


3\he fact is that a river that flows 


into the lagoons of Yof, on tho coasc 
of Senegal, is finally lost in tho sand. 
It undoubtedly has taken its in- 
visible course to the sea, and it is 
this liver that has been discovered 
in the deep hollow of more than 1,300 
meters (4,270 feet) that is traversed

It is said that the best essence is ob- 
£ained from the jasmine and tuberose 
by the enfleurage, but the -orange, 
acacia and rose are found 
to give 


more satisfactory 
results by the 


method of maceration. To get the 
best odor from the violet and jonquil 
a joint process is used—Hifei. enfleur- 
ag-e and then maceration.

drawing the fragrance from flowers 
there wa& a small choice of pcrfu:nes, 
tedious and rather 
gross. 
Woods 


and gums were the best of them and 
the Japanese even now uc: thete to 
fairly good puiposs, but who is not 
somewhat weary of the unchanging 
pei fume 
that unfolds with the 


screens, fans, lacquer and is shaken 
out of the Japanese shop across the 
pavement? 


But whether it is better to use 


scents made from a single kind of 
flower or from a bouquet is a vexed 
question. 
If the peifumcr 
would 


give, literally, the scent of a single 
kind of flower tlut would, undoubt- 
edly, be tho plea &an test 
to cany. 


But, except MI the case of violet and 
in that of attar of roses, theio is, ap- 
parently, no tmmhigled scent 
Tor 


the most part perfumes are made with 
little additions of stimulating odors- 
something; strengthening or some- 
thng lasting—until they become for- 
tified and falsified like wine. 


The mingling is always to be de* 


tected. 
This- being so, a bouquet 


that is confessed and therefore rasies 
no hopes toward simplicity only to 
disappoint them, is usually the better 
choice. In the making of the best of 
these—old friends with old names- 
clever prescriptions have evidently 
become traditional, so pleasing is the 
perfume of a right Ess^bouquet or 


as a table delicacy. They are per- 
fectly clean and certainly as attrac- 
tive as snails or shiimp. The flist 
time I ever saw them eaten was at a

CIGARS WILL BE3VEAIN DEAR, 
Although the president by an ex- 


ecutive order has decreed that tlu 
export duty on Cuban tobacco shall 
be abolished after the first of next 
month, thereby depriving Cuba of tin 
income of between $800,000 
and 


$1,000,000, apparently the smoker is 
to be little benefited. 
Leading to- 


bacco dealers are almost unanimous 
111 the opinion tint the removal of 
this duty will have no effect upon the 
retail price of Havana cigars. The 
duty 011 cigars has been $1,35 pe* 
},000, and they claim a reduction of 
1314 cents on 100 cigars will not be 
noticeable even to the jobber. What 
gain there is will be for the manu- 
facturer or for the 
transportation 


companies. The gain to the manu- 
facturer may result in better quality, 
but the difference will not be great. 


The export duty of Cuban tobacco 


has not been considered of great im-

Franciscan monks, wondering from 
Yucatan, espied the >city glittering 
in the lake and rediscovered it. These 
were white men; hence the natives 
•with #rea* pride pointed out to them 
the white men's god, left H&ere many 
generations before by those who "had 
taught them the new religion. Eut 
the monks were scandalized, 
'they 


spat upon Izmin Chac and reviled 
him as the work of the devil. Fur- 
thermore they sought to prevail upon 
the islanders to throw the stone god 
into the lake.

Yeais later the viceroy of Guatemala 
sent out an -expedition against it, 
took it under his wing and gave it a 
name which impressed its inhabi- 
tants so little that all that has come 
dojvii to posterity about it is- that it 
was painfully long.

POSTAL CABD'S SLOW TKIP* 


It is only ninety miles from 


York to Philadelphia, but it took a 
postal card, mailed at the geneial 
postofftce here, thirteen years, ono 


aiDth and eighteen days to a each its 


cl&stination in Quakertown, siys the 
Hew York Hail and Express, 
Its 


rate of progress was a trifle less 
seven miles a year. Local pos 
experts, wtho examined tlie c&id to- 
day Under magnifying- glasses, were 
at a loss to account for the delay. 


The card was mailed B&cember 23, 


1887, at 6:30 p. m. by McLean Bros. 
& Beggy, dealers in machinery and 
hardware, at 35 South William sAre&t, 
to the Paine-Diehl coin#any, then iti 
business at 1430 South Perni square, 
Phlladelpha. 


The only other legible postmark 011 


the confused ma&s which covers tUa 
face of the card indicates* that it was 
delivered to the rigljtt person on the 
afternoon 
of 
February 
4, 1901. 


TVTeaiiftteie tile Paiiie-Diehl co&npaliy 
had gone ^out of busiiess and tha Mr. 
Paine ol the corporation liad 
the secretary of the Chemical Spe- 
cialty company. It was to Mm that 
the card finally came. Its wide dis- 
crepancy in dates led to 'an fraternisa- 
tion of letters between tlie two nrnduy> 
but McLean Bios. & Ueg-g^ had no 
record oi" the original purposes for 
which the sard was sent. 


The Philadelphia postal authori- 


ties were persistent in their search 
for Mr. Paine, 
There fcre at least 


three, and possibly four, 
Philadel- 


phia postmarks on the face of tUs 
card and the initials or names of Jive 
cairteis on the 
back. 
It went to 


1602 Indiana avenue, 
to 
Wayne 


Junctou, and to no one knows how 
many ether addi esses. Its age ma da 
no difference, and the fact of its final 
delivery to a member of a dead and 
gone company is suggestive of the 
exact methods of the postal service. 
The chief cleik in fttie office of super- 
intendent of mails at the New York 
postofflce examined the card under a 
magnifying glass for sonic ticne this 
morning-. Then he srsid that ho gave 
it up. 


"It is probable/' said he, ''that th* 


card spent the thirteen years in Phil- 
adelphia in a crack in a separation 
case, where the local mails are sorted. 
Frequently cracks are opened in thfc 
compartments by the action of heat. 
When a delay occurs here we give tho 
card an 'irregularity' number and 
senij it to the proper party with a 
letter of explanation."

MEMORIAL OF THB BAR. 


Thje Allen County Bar association 


held a meeting; at the circuit cour 
loom at 10 o'clock this morning' am 
took suitable action upon the deatl 
of Mi Spencer. Col, -R, S. Robertson 
Hon. W O Colerick -and Hon. Samue 
L Monis were named as a committe 
and submitted the following memor 
ial And resolution, which were unani 
mously adopted: 


"The Allen county bar is 


called to mourn the loss of one, whi 
for many years held a place in th 
front rank among us. 


"Our departed brother was one o 


those whose early life was not cas 
in surroundings accessible to th 
youth of today. Schools, academic 
and colleges were a far off vision t< 
the eager-minded youth on. the fain 
in Jay county, fifty years ago* 


"He was of sturdy yeoman parent 


age, 
his parents, James and Sara1 


Spencer, being 
among the 
earl 


settlers of eastern Indiana, belonging 
to the period which laid the founda 
tion for the great state we now piide 
ourselves in being citizens of, bu 
then almost a wilderness. His early 
years were passed in the manner 
the average boy of his time, the hard 
ships of pioneer life being shared bj 
the younger as well as the older gen 
eration. What little schooling then 
was to be had, young Spencer mas 
tered, and at an early age entered th 
Fort 
Wayne 
Methodist 
college 


There he obtained a good education 
and at graduation decided to follow 
out an inclination toward the lega 
profession, which he had entertained 
since boyhood. Accordingly, in 1861 
he entered the office of the Hon 
David Studebakev, at Becatur, when 
he remained until August, 1862 
studying law. For a part of the time 
he also taught a district school, to 
obtain funds with which to prosecute 
his studies. 


"The breaking out of the civil wai 


caused an interruption to his schoo 
work and his law studies, for he de- 
termined to offer himself in defense 
of the threatened union. He enlistee 
as a private in Company H, Eighty- 
ninth regiment, Indiana volunteers 
and won his way up to a lieutenancy. 
Resigning his commission on account 
of ill health, he returned to Fort 
Wayne and resumed his law studies 
ni the office of the Hon. Moses Jen- 
kinson. He was admitted to the bai 
and immediately entered into part- 
nership with Mr. Jenkinson, and, 
upon the death of that pioneer bar- 
i ister, succeeded to his practice. For 
thirteen years, or until 1878, he was 
a successful practitioner. 


"In politics Mr. Spencer was a dem- 


ocrat, and always a zealous worker 
for the party's interests. In 1878 
he was nominated for the office of 
county clerk and elected, serving- 
until 1883. At the epiration of his 


i term he again resumed his law prac- 
tice, in which he continued until his 
appointment to the office of state 
pension agent, in 1894, by President 
Oleveland. Since his retirement from 
the office Mr, Spencer has been en- 
gaged in manufacturing1 business in 
Indianapolis, until failing 
health 


forced him to relinquish his business 
pursuits. 


"Mr, Spencer married June 11, 


1867, Mias Samantha M. Brenton, 
daughter of the Hon, Samuel Bren- 
ton, then a member of congress fiom 
the old Twelfth district, Mr. Spen- 
cer was a membgr of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. During all his life 
Mr. Spencer was a man who made 
many friends and kept them. 
He 


was a fine, manly character, and as a 
lawyer was distinguished 
for in- 


dustry and zeal in behalf of his 
clients, and for the most thorough 
integrity and devotion to the cause 
he was called to advocate. A man of 
strong convictions, fearless in his 
championships and honest in his 
dealings, he leaves a memory to be 
revered and held up as an example 
for those who follow in his footsteps* 


"Your committee submit the fol-' 


lowing resolution: 


"That this memorial be spread 


upon the records of the courts of Al- 
len county, and that a copy be sent to 
his widow and children as a slight 
token of our appreciation of the chai- 
acter of our deceased brother.

Witnesses Testify That Failey Pre- 


dicted the Death of Goebel 


Within Five Days. 


Frankfort, Ky,, April 13,—In the 


trial today of Captain Eipley for al- 
leged complicity in'the Goebel shoot- 
ing-, W. P. Reeder, ex-county clerk oi 
Knox county, testified that he talked 
with Caleb Powers and Charles Pin- 
ley frequently in regard to the crowd 
that they were alleged to be getting 
up to g-o to Prankfort January 5 
Witness asked Pinley if there wa; 
gx>ing to be -a fight at Frankfort 


Pinley replied, according to Reeder 


that he thought so and should not be 
surprised if Goebel was killed in tin 
next five -days. 


County Judge Biuce testified thti

The consumption of this 
article has inci eased in a most extra- 
oidinary manner, being fully eight 
times what it was sixty years ago, 
although the population of the globe 
has only doubled during- tlhat period, 
In 1840 the total sugar ciop of the 
world was 1,150,000 tons. In 1900 
it was 8,800,000 tons. The increase 
has been giadual and regulai. More 
than two-thh els of this amount is 
produced horn beets. The cane crop 
last year was only 2,850,000 uns, 
which, 
howevei, 
was 
less 
than 


normal because many of the planta- 
tions in Cuba, a centei of the cant 
industry, weic not in operation.

000 tons and Peru seventh with 
120,000 tons, 
No other state or 


country produces over 100,005 tons, 
the nearest approach to it being by 
Demeiara and Egypt, each with 90,- 
000 tons. 


It also appears

the Statist 


that but one factory in Great Britain 
now refines cane sugar, all the others 
being- exclusively occupied in pre- 
paring for the market the raw pro- 
duct of the beet fauns of Germany, 
France, Austria and Russia. There 
aie in the United States thirty-seven 
beet sugar factories, representing an 
investment 
of $20,958,519, 
and 


which produced 71,427 tons- of sugar 
last year, valued at $7,323,857, This 
is, however, much below the normal 
yield, because 1900 was the worst 
year the beet sugar gioweis have 
tver known. Six factoiies were not 
in operation. The total capacity of 
the thirty-ssven factories is 240,000 
tons amrually. 


All of this goes to prove that the 


beet sugar industiy is a great and 
growing- one, especially abroad, and 
to suggest that this country, with its 
vast extent of land 
available for 


sugar beet culture, may well give 
still more earnest attention to its de- 
velopment

Russia is once again in the throes 


of a nihilistic upheaval. 
The ghost 


of Hilicail Ale^androwifcsch Baku- 
Dan stalks through the dominions of 
the white C2ar« and all Europe trem- 
bles <and asks — -what nexlt? 
It is 


scarcely believable that the brain and 
energy of one man could have such 
tremendous influence on 'the world's 
goings as did 
that of nihilisim's 


founder. 
Aloii^ and opposed by 


even the most radical of his follow- 
ers he rose from poverty and obs'cur- 
ity and literally forced his aimrchial 
opinions upon the dozen men band- 
ed with him for the overthrow of 
existing conditions. 


Bakunin not only •spoke and wrote, 


but acted — acted so that all the gov- 
ernments of Europe were afraid to 
punish liim with death and were glad 
to pass -him to some other nation for 
safe keeping. 
Thrice he led revolu- 


tions — in Poland, in Hungary and in 
Saxony. 
He was fearless, brilliant, 


•charming in manners— the very op- 
posite of the 1 oiid-mouthed 'anarchist. 
And with all that— talents (and fame 
— he came to a miserable end by vol- 
untary starvation. 
BAKUNIN A STUDENT OP HEGEL 


'Bakunin! was born 
in 1814 ait 


Prjamuchino, District Torsh'ok, gov- 
ernment of Twer, Russia; the des- 
cendant of a noble family. 
When 


twenty lie entered the artillery school 
•at St. Petersburg, but after eight 
years' study, was suddenly assigned 
to the infantry and quartered in n 
rural district. 
Here lie loafe'd and 


finding time heavily on Ms hands, 
fhe joined a circle of young mea deep- 
ly engrossed in the 's'fcudy of the Ger- 
man philosophy 'of which Hegel was 
the prophet, 
When the leader of 


these students, N. Stankgewitsch, 
'died, Bakunin was chosen leader. He 
•plunged at once into si'oalis'tic litera- 
ture, out-IJerodiwg Hero'd, advocat- 
ing revolution and the annihilation 
of the existing order of things. 
~ Things were uneventful, si%ve for 
much talk, until 1840, when Botkin, 
a former follower, thinking himself 


if^*iH^4^4l^MlHHf^^iH'^<| petrified t*iell alone remains, and that 


— $ is a dungeon of darkness. Within its 


influence all things remain station- 
ary or else crumble into ruins* 


It is difficult to conceive that these 


degenerate Moors belong to that same 
great race that once were conquerors 
of Spain, and who introduced a 
higher civilization into that country, 
who were* liberal-minded and pro- 
gressive for their time, and masters 
of the fine arts. 
When the Moors 


were expelled from Spain they found 
their chief; haven dn Morocco, but a 
strange change nas come over the 
spirit of their dreams. 


The land of the Moor is stagnant, 


decaying* under the terrible'incubus 
of its government and its religion.

THE SUUUmDER OF PUAOUE. 
Revolution- was in the air an'd the 


Austrian government, realizing its 
position, sent aoi ramy corps under 
'Archduke August Von Sdiwarzen- 
burg to maintain order. 
All went 


well until June 11, when the rioting 
began. 
The streets were barricaded, 


promiscuous shooting began ami 
(finally Prague was bombarded, being 
forced to surrender after five days* 


from voluntary starvation, when the 
storm broke. 


First Vera Saesulitch shot and 


killed Mayor Trepow, of St. Peters- 
burg. 
Then, August 16, 1878, Gen- 


eral Mesenzew, chief of the third di- 
vision of the imperial chancelery, 
was murdered. 
February 31, 1879, 


Prince Xrapotkin was killed at Char- 
kow. 
April 25 of the same year 


General Me&euzew's successor, Dren- 
telen, was killed. 
Eleven1" days be- 


fore Solowjew had ufctefrn/pted the 
czar's life. 
On the tot &ay of De- 


cember of the same year the czar's 
ti ain, while nearing1 Moscow, was 
dynamited. 
The Coisnter palace in 


St Petersburg was similarly treated 
February 17, 1880. A year later, 
March 13, Alexander II, had both 
legs blowu off while out driving. On 
November 25, 1882, General Strelin- 
kow, 
military procurator of Odessa, 


was shot and killed. 
A year later 


(December 28) General Sudeikim, 
chief of the imperial police, was shot 
and killed by Degejew, one of his 
own spies. 
An(ds so on — that is, as 


much as the Russian government 
cares to have known. 


The spirit of Mihcail Bakunin 


stalks through Russia^the silent em- 
bodiment 
(of ultra-iadioal dissatisfac- 


tion with Russian institutions. 


Its only hope lies in its conquest by 
some civilized power; its gods must 
be banished, its idols shattered, else 
it must die of its own corruption. 
Not from that rocky eminence from 
whence Boabdil turned with tear- 
dimmed eyes to look upon the lost 
Granada, but from Morocco today 
ascends el ultimo suspiro del Moro— 
the last sigh of the Moor,—Harper's 
Weekly.

concerned," said a m'an who sells sur- 
gical instruments and spends a good 
deal of time with the rural trade. 
"It is based on novels mainly, wtoere 
the rustic practitioner is generally 
pictured as a 'half-starved martyr to 
duty, who either drives about in a 
UPOTshackle gig or rides a 'guuntt gray 
maie/ with his medicines in a pair 
of saddlebags. 
The 
doctors 
Q'ld 


gray mare, as I remember her, is 
quite a standard character in fiction. 
This doleful portrait onay be true of 
other localities," the instrument man 
went on, "but it certainly isn't true 
of I/auislama. 
The average country 


doctor of that section is f<ar more 
prosperous tha/n tine average doctor in 
a city. 
I knbw at least half a dozen 


who earn fully $10,000 a year, and 
<a $5,000 practice is comparatively 
common. 


"This is not mere guessing, but I 


speak from a peisonal knowledge of 
the facts, 'gleaned in the course 'of 
loug business relations. 
To be sine, 


it takes1 hard work to earn such sums. 
Ohe physician of may acquaintance, 
who lives forty miles from a railroad, 
uses eight horfees in making- his 
rounds of his pdtients. 
He keeps 


several at points remote from his 
home, as relays. 
Often he is on the 


go for two or three days 'at a stretch, 
but he is healthy and happy in spite 
of the strain, and last year he col- 
lected $9,200 cash. 
He expects to 


keep up this pace for six or eight 
years, and then take a young part- 
ner and gradually retire from active 
life. 
That is the plan of most of 


our successful country doctors, and it 
has made fine openings for many 
bright graduates from the (medical 
colleges. I have notice'd, incidental- 
ly, that the country doctor usually 
retires at an earlier age than the city 
man and is able to enjoy life before 
he becomes decrepit. 


"One gjrefct advantage of a rural 


practice is that there are compara- 
tively few bad bills—exactly the re- 
verse of the conditions in a city. 
When a farmer sends for a physician 
he pays him.

Mr. Barlow is between 55 and do 
years old, smooth-shaven, an agree- 
able talker and a V'gentleman o£ the 
old school." He was seen yesterday 
at the Hotel National and talked in- 
terastingly of his experiences on the 
stage, He said: 


"My home state is Kentuokyj and 


when the civil war broke out I be- 
came full of enthusiasm, -with the* 
result that I enlisted in the confed- j 
erate army. I believe that I was 
bom with the instincts of a show- 
man, -and in the army this instinct 
was not smothered, for while a mein^ 
ber of the Sixty-third Tennessee reg- 
iment abooit a dozen of us organized 
a minstrel company for the benefit of 
the soldier boys.

mentalists, singers, and monologists. 
When the opportunity 
offered we

came out and a collection was* taken 
up. The price of admission was 10 
cents, but if the spectator did not 
have the price it made no difference. 
These exercises were useful to us in 
the way of providing 
butter and 


chicken motley, while they also serv- 
ed to enliven the othei boys, 


"After the war I engaged in the 


newspaper business, but found it too 
confining, and Went to Cincinnati ill 
the commission Business with a illa- 
tive, but luck was against us, and I' 
clerked in a clothing stoie. 
When 


the summer season came on the boss 
wanted 
to cut my salary, but 1 


would not stand for it and threw up 
the job. 
! 


"In the mean time theie was a man 


in the city -organising a minstrel 
company, and he was sent to me by 
a. >bamk president "who had seen my 
work in some amateur performances 
at which I had assisted. The mana- 
ger liked my work in rehearsal nna 
engaged me to play end man and to 
do a turn, in the olio. I stayed with 
him for several months and then 
managed houses in different cities, 


"My last engagement as a house 


manager was in Texas/ I went there 
under & contract to play six months, 
but lemained eighteen, and nearly 
had a fight when I left, as they want- 
ed me to stay. I went away with a 
minstrel organization to St. Louis, 
and there joined Haverly's- troupe. 
Later the firm of 
Barlow, Wilson, 


Primiose and West was organized* 
We stayed 
together for seven! 


years, and then Wilson and I went 
out as a firm, That was finally dis- 
solved, and I went into more legiti- 
mate lines, playing- parts, 


"Modern blackface minstrelsy re* 


tains nothing of the old except the 
name. In my day we had some six- 
teen men in the company, each one 
of whom was a specialist whose style 
was familiar to the public. They 
were fond of their work and proud 
of the stuff that 
they originated. 


The result was that while there was 
not so much quantity in our shows 
they -were all quality. A gentleman 
called upon me when I was an Balti- 
more some years ago and in talking 
over old times said he remembered 
that as soon as the posters of a well 
known minstrel company were put 
up the people began to smile and en- 
gage their S'eats in advance. When 
they saw the show the witticisms 
were impressed upon them and a 
smile would break out now and again 
for weeks after as the memory of 
some 
especially 
good line flitted 


through the mind. 
Nowadays the 


minstrel posters lack the genuine 
comic character and are more like oil 
paintings, nor do the people have the 
same pleasant reminiscences of the 
visit. 


"The downfall of minstrelsy began 


when Thatcher raised the number of

SYSTEM PLANHEB. 


'As a resrult of this action on the 


part of the legislature, there began 
an extensive system of internal im- 
provements.

HAY WRITES TO SENATORS 


WILL LEARNWHAT THEY WANT 


BEFORE PROCEEDING. 


NEW NEGOTIATIONS UNLIKELY 


UNLESS TWO-THIRDS OF SEN- 


ATE AGORAE IN ADVANCE. 


Washington, April 13.—There is 


authority for the following state- 
ment of the exact status of the isth- 
mian canal negotiations. 


After the adjournment of the sen- 


ate and tMe lapse of the pending 
Hay-Pauncefots 
treaty, 
Secretary 


Hay decided to pursue the subject 
further. 


But to avoid the possibility of an- 


other failure for the same reasons 
which brought about the loss of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty, the'secretary 
determined "to reverse 
the usual 


method of

He, 
therefore, concluded to first 


consult the 
ratifying 
power, the 


United tSntea, to ascertain if it was 
possible for the 
senators to agrce 


upon the basis 
of 
treaty, which 


shodld be acceptable to the executive 
branch of the government and to 
Great'Britain. - 


It was realized that unless two- 


thirds at least of the senate could be 
brought into agreement in advance 
upon the basis of the treaty, it would 
be perfectly useless for the executive 
to embark in negotiations with Great 
Britain for the formation of another 
convention: . 


Secretary Hay is devoting himself 


now to the ascertainment of tiie feel- 
ings and desires of the senators and 
consequently, not having completed 
this work, he has not begun neg-otia- 
toiis with Great Britain for a new 
trea ty.' 


It is not an easy undertaking1 to 


test the senate in this fashion, not 
only because of the number of sena- 
tors who must be sounded, but also 
because of the indecision of some of 
the ineii who rank as leaders. 


It is not even possible to predict 


now, 
because the results obtained are 


so inconclusive that the state depart- 
ment will not be able to acquaint 
Lord Pauncefote with the basis upon 
which it is willing to negotiate for 
a treaty before the ambassador sails 
for London next June. 


It is even possible that Lord Paun- 


cefote may feel it incumbent upon 
him to delay his departure for a time, 
or even to omit his le-ave altogether

WHAT J. P. MORGAN SAYS. 


London, April 13.--To a representa- 


tive of the Associated Press today, J. 
Pierpont Morgan reiterated his state- 
ment that his visit to Europe is not 
connected with the United States 
Steel corporation or with any new 
enterprise. "I have no special busi- 
ness here," said Mr. Morgan, "but I 
came here as I come every year, for 
rest. The reports that I am here to 
place steel stock in England and on 
the continent is almost too ridiculous 
to contradict. The report contradicts 
itself to anyone who will take the 
trouble to think. The stock-which 
the United States Steel corporation 
issues in exchange for the various 
companies it has taken over is in the 
hands of the original holders of the 
stock of those various companies aud 
neither the steel corporation nor J.

UAKUNIN A STUDENT OF HEGEL 


•Bakuuin: was "born 
in 1814 at 


Prjamuchino, District Torshok, gov- 
ernment of Twer, Russia; the des- 
cendant of a noble family. 
When 


twenty he entered the artillery school 
-at St. Petersburg, but after eight 
years1 study, was suddenly assigned 
•to the infantry and quartered in a 
rural district. 
Here he loafe'd and 


finding timo heavily on Ins hands, 
lie joined a circle of young men. deep- 
ly engrossed in the study of ths Ger- 
man philosophy of which Hegel was 
the prophet. 
-W'lien the leader of 


these students, 
N. Stankgewitsch, 


died, Bakunin was chosen leader. He 
plunged at once into sicaliHtic litera- 
ture, oni-Heroding- Herod, advocat- 
ing1 revolution and the nmiihilntion 
of the existing- order of things. 
- Things were uneventful, save for 
much talk, until 1840, -when -Botkin, 


•a former follower, thinking himself 
insulted 
-boxed 
Bakunin'-s 
ears. 


Bather than fight a duel, the la'ttcr 
•left Russia for Germany. 
In a way, 


tliis step marks the beginning of Ba- 
kuniii's career. 
He 'had no sooner 


left his native land than he began to 
get into hot water through -las ex- 
treme views. 
In 1844 he .was ex- 


pcllcd from France, from which be 
went, to 
Switzerland.

he 


wrote and plotted 
until Hay 30, 


1848, when he attended the Slavic 
congress at Prague. 


THE SURRENDER OF PRAGUE. 
Revolution was in the air an'd the 


Austrian government, realizing its 
position, sent on army corps under 
Archduke August Von Schwarzen- 
bur£ to maintain order. 
All went 


well until June 11, when the rioting 
"began. 
The streets were barricaded, 


promiscuous 
shooting 
began- 'and 


finally Prague was bombarded, being 
forced to surrender after five days' 
fighting. 


•Uakunin was tha general of the 


revolutionists. 
When he saw defeat 


pending he went to Dresden, where 
•he 
fomented 
another 
revolt. 
In 


May, 1349, an. outbreak similar to 
the one in Prague took place. 
This 


time Bakunin was captured and im- 
prisoned in the Fortrsss Koenigstein. 
There he remained for a year, when 
he was sentenced to death. 
He was, 


however, turned over to Austria and 
imprisoned at Olmutz, being chained 
to the wall. 
In 1851 he was trans- 


ferred to Russia, and for three years 
detained in St. Petersburg. 
Another 


three ye.irs were spent in the Schlus- 
solberg fortress, and then he was 
sent to Siberia. 


Instead of being treated cruelly he 


received unusual privileges, being al- 
lowed to roam about seemingly at 
will. 
In 1861 he obtained permis- 


sion to act as commercial traveler in 
tha Amur region. 
While thus os- 


tensibly engaged lie applied to the 
captain of a man-of-war— the only 
ship on the Amur river— for trans- 
portation. 
The captain— suspecting 


nothing wrong, took Bakunin '-witl 
•him, transferring him eventually in 
•his own gig to an American bark 
bound for Yokohama.

kunin went to San Francisco and 
New York, arriving in London De 
eember 27, 1801.

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STAR WONDERFUL ; 


Mary 
Proctor 
Tells 
What ' 


Would Happen, if Our: Sun ( 


Were to Be- Burnt Up. 


Apparently the new star in -Per- 


seus, which has attracted so much 
attention lately since its discovery 
by Dr. T. P. lAnderson, has come to 
stay awhils, and 'is a most welcome 
guest, writes Mary Proctor" in tW 
Cliieag'O Hficprd-Hernld. 
-It slurei 


the. honors with. Mars iu the evening 
skies, and astronomer;;" at' all' tlie. 
leading1 observatories are vying- "with 
each other in paying their respeots 
to the latest'arrival in starlaud. 


It is true it has faded somewh.xt 


since it mado its astronomical debut,, 
lor then it shone with a luster rival- 
ing; t'»at of the bright first magni- 
tude star Cnpella, while now it is 
but a. fourth magnitude star and a 
g-host of its former self. The brief 
story of.its career so far ns we can 
trace it has "been furnished by the 
valuable photographic plates whicii 
are taken on each clear night at the 
Harvard Observatory, Cambridge. 


Tho moment the news concerning 


the. new star was received at the oU- 
servatory, Mrs. Fleming, who is cur- 
ator of the photographic department, 
hastened to consult these records of 
the stars in search of facts concern- 
ing the new star. Her keen eye* 
soon spied the little stranger occupy- 
ing a conspicuous position among tht 
other stars, in a place -where no star 
had previously been ssen. 


£-he found that on., and before Feb. 


19t 1901, the star had been invisible, 
or, at least, fainter than, the elev- 
enth magnitude, and wasi therefore 
not bright enough to have its pic- 
ture taken. 
It increased in bril- 


liancy until Tab. 4, when it reachea 
the zenith of Us glory, and then 
diminished so that on Feb. 23 it was 
not quite as bright as Capella. 


Although we have only lately be- 


come aware of the existence of the 
new star in Ferssus, yet the catastro- 
phe which made its presence known 
to us may have taken place several 
years ago. 
The stars are -placed at 


distances so great that, although 
light -travels at a rate which would 
suffice-to circle this earth eight 'times 
in the course o£ a second, yet it takes 
years iu speeding across the vasr 
Abyss which separates us from even 
the nearest star. 


Therefore, the message may have, 


been years on its way, but it reached 
us only a few days ago. Mot until 
then did -we know that a fearful dis- 
aster had taken place in the stai 
depths, liy which, a whole- system' of 
•worlds may have been destroyed. 
Every star is a sun, and probably 
the center of a solar system like our 
own, and swaying by its attraction 
other worlds like ours. 


Now, let us try to realize the ex- 


tent of the fearful catastrophe whlcji 
has befallen the new star in Pe-rseua. 
It has suddenly blazed out with prob- 
ably several hundred times its for- 
mer luster. Wliat would happen'if 
the bright star which illumines our 
planet were" to experience a similar 
fate? To quote my father's words in 
an article written several years a 
about "Suns.in Flames": 


"If our sun were to Increase as 


greatly in light aud heat, the crea- 
tures nn the side of our earth turned 
toward him at the time would br, 
destroyed in an instant. Those on 
the dark or night hemisphere would 
not have to wait for their turn til] 
the earth toy rotating carried them 
into view of the destroying sun. 
In 


much briefer space the effect of Ms 
fires -would be felt 
all 
over 
the 


earth's surface. 
The heavens would 


be dissolved and the elements would 
melt with fervent beat. 


•'In fact, no description of SUC'TI 


catastrophe .as affecting the night 
half of the earth could be possibly 
more effective aud poetical than St 
Peter's account of the day of thr 
Lord, coming as a 
'thief 
in the 


night,1 in which the heavens shall 
pass away with a great noise, and the 
elements shall melt with 
fervent 


heat, the earth also, and the worlcr 
that iire therein toeing burned up.'

shuplo experiment in the laboratory 
of the chemist. 
One method of trac- 


ing poison is to transform the sus- 
pected, deposits into crystals and sub- 
mit them to the powerful scrutiny of 
the microscope. But that test is suc- 
cessful 
only where comparatively 


large doses of poison have 
-been 


given. 
lii another form of test the 


grave issue depends upon the color 
of a fragment of copperfoil or the 
hues of n liquid in a diminutive 
crystal globe, 
"When arsenic is sus- 


pected to be the cause of death the 
copperfoil experiment is tried. 
If 


the result is a. dead black deposit the 
case looks equally black for the pris- 
oner. 


•Strychnine, when'administered in 


a most minute form, is detected by a 
subtle process of'chemical conceutra- 
Hoii by means of which the suspected 
fluids are reduced 'to a single drop, 
which is. placed in a tiny glass globe. 
Into this is then dropped a rainutr 
particle 
°of potash-bichromate. 
If 


strychnine is'present the result is a 
display 
of 
changing colors—blue, 


nurple, red and, lastly, a rich mauyr 
tinh 
Thesfr colors are pretty to look 


at, but they may. mean death for the 
suspected criminal. 
When opium ^r 


-ucnectrd to be the cnuse of death the 
fluids are chemically cleansed and 
then reduced to a drop or two. Nitrin 
ncid is first applied and if morphia i? 
present it is revealed by the dropr 
eMugiuET to a lovely carmine hue. 
Then, if sulpho-molybdic acid is ap- 
pli°fl the drops ch?mp-e fiv3t -to -a 
brilliant magenta color and then to P 
sky blue. 


• In spite of all the care and knowl- 
edge devoted to chemical analysis in 
criminal cases mistakes sometime? 
are made. . On one occasion afanvour

In the storm and stress of Christ's 
arrest in Gethsemane, Peter's courage 
gave way, and with tlie rest ot tl)5 
twelve he abandoned his beleaguered 
Lord. There was no woman that a-jt- 
ed the coward's part. And when the 
tragedy on the accursed tree was 
reaching the climax the next day, the 
women were the only witnesses—ex- 
cept the beloved disciple, John.

In any case, 
it was Magdalene whose heart In- 
spired the movements of both the 
men and the women friends.

when it had been certainly as- 


certained that tho body of Jesus wns 
not there. 
Thus (John 20-5) ha;l 


looked in and found only the cere- 
ments and not the body of Christ. 
Than1 Peter following John (20-6), 
not only looked in but "went into the 
sepulchre."

With thess white messengers Mary 
held a little converse, and then, turn- 
ing1 herself (lesson verse 
14.) sha 


"saw Jesus standing1, and knew not 
that it was Jesus." 


With all gentleness he adresscd her, 


and asked: "Why weepest thouP" She, 
supposing it to be the gardiier, beg- 
ged him if he knew to tell her where 
the body had been put. At that, Jesus 
spoke 'her name in the old tones sho 
hnd so often heard him use: "Mary!" 


NoUiiling more w.is needed. 
She 


knew Him, and with both awe and 
overflowing affection she answered; 
"Master." 


According to Matthew (xxviii:9) 


there was a rush by all the women, 
who came and held Him by the feet 
and worshiped Him. 


CLINGS TO THE MASTER. 


But if it be, tis~wc suppose, that

Cannot we 
imagine her kissing His hands, clasp- 
ing His knees in embrace and saying:

been rcrsd in different ways, just as 
tint to His own mother at the Camu 
wedding in the beginning of H:s min- 
istry has been. Here it is sometimes 
read with harshness of meaning, as if 
Ho forbnde her undue familiarity. 
-Vhis imports a sense into tiio words 
of Jesus which nothihng- in the past 
givrn cause for suspecting. To my 
mind the true meaning is thus stated: 
"Embrace Ms ?iot, or cling no to He. 
Spend no more time now in joyful 
congratulations, for I nm not immedi- 
ately to asbeud to My Father. You 
will havo future opportunities, and 
so go now and tell My disciples."/At 
that she ran to bring the disciples 
word.

Prize fighting never took high rank 


as nn amusement for refined people, 
and -the "manly art" as exemplified 
in the prize ring has always been 
looked upon as a debasing spectacle. 
But despite their trut.nl thai-act ens- 
tics prize figius have 'beta patronized 
•to some extent by men who 
-were 


neither iuff..ins nor fighters, who ex- 
cused themselves for conn tenanting 
the- contests by s.-iying thr.t tile sport 
was scientific. 
King- contests with 


bars knuckles became popular 
in 


England more than two centuries ago 
and men with ambition to excel in 
the roped ring1 gave exhibitions of 
their knowledge of tha -art of self- 
defense in the early days 01 the re- 
public, but it was not until early in 
the 50's that the sporting- element 
of the country became deeply inter- 
ested in ring- fights. Tom Hyer, 
Tom Sayevs, John C. -Keen an, Barney 
Aaron, John ULan-issey and a liost of 
other fighters appeared in the prize 
ring-. 


They became popular heroes with a 


p-aj-t of the community and in the far 
west, particularly California, 
they 


were lionized. Hats, collars and 
other articles of men's wearing ap- 
parel were named for them. Heenan 
hats r,nd Bayers collars were popular 
at the time when these two pugilists 
wore -aspirants for the chiimponship, 
and a cane made to imitate Irish 
blackthorn was known as a McCool 
shillelah. 


The fights in those days 
took 


place- for the most part in the open 
air. 
The "ring' side" was the turf, 


and at large fights rude benches were 
put up to accommodate the people 
who cams from near •and far to wit- 
ness the contests. 


•'There was less scientific fighting 


in those d-.iys," said an old man who j 
•had been a fighter himself and -who | 
is still an enthusiast, "but there was ' 
more fun. for -those "who looked on—• j 
not quite so much, thoug-h, for the 
fighters." 


In the early 'days of the -prize ring 


the fig-liter's ambition, was to -win] 
prizes and then become proprietor of 
a public house. John 
Monissey's 


bar room in Troy was the congregat- 
ing- place fora long1 time of the''fight- 
ing1 element of the country and ft fa- 
vorite resort for gamblers and dis- 
reputable people of all kinds. 
The 


place was small and unattractive, but 
it was the ambition of other fighters 
to have just such a place. Men who 
were lower down in the profession 
and could not aspire to public houses 
became trainers, teachers of boxing 
nnd wrestling:, and many 
members 


of the fraternity who were unable to 
attract sufficient attention were com- 
pelled to work like ordinary mortals 
in shops and factories. 
The stage 


had no attraction for the prize fight- 
ers in the early days of the sport in 
the UiuU-a States. 


When John C, Heenan was at the 


height of his glory, young-, -handsome 
and crowned with prize Ting- laurels,

ed notoriety by appearing in spec- 
tacular playc.
